5 Grain Elevators 
Built At New Chester 


The construction of five concrete 
grain elevators with a total capacity 
of 30.000 bushels, said to be the first 
project of its kind in Adams county, 
was completed Wednesday at New 
Chester. 
Melvin M Sharrer, owner of the 
D. H. Sharrer and Son flour mill at 
New Chester, for whom tile eleva­ 
tors were erected, said the project 
cast $16,000. 
Sharrer said 
that some wheat 
already has been stored in tile ele­ 
vators. 
The flour dealer stated that farm ­ 
ers could store their wheat in the 
elevators for themselves or the gov­ 
ernm ent. or sell it outright to his 
concern. Farm ers have until Muy I, 
1947 to store this year’s crop, he 
said. 
Work was begun on the project 
last fall and then abandoned for the 
winter. It was resumed in April Mr. 
Sharrer stated. 
One of the elevators is 70 feet 
high; the other four rise 67 feet 
each, the grain dealer said.

killed "by a stab wound in the back 
inflicted by an 8-inch butcher knife 
in the hands of Donald M ullenaux"

Fletcher, who had sent the M ul­ 
lenaux boy to the farmhouse for 
a Jug of water, followed when the 


lad failed to return to the cornfield 
where they had been working.

"The boy, after 
borrowing

knife from Mrs. Fletcher, started 
toward her twice but lost his nerve. 
The third time he plunged the knife 
deep Into her back. Then, "scared 
of what Mr. Fletcher might do,” he 
ran to Graysville, telephoned state 
police to report the slaying, and 
asked them to arrest him, 
Fox said the boy, former inmate 
of a Juvenile correction home, was 
given the farm Job two weeks ago 
by a Juvenile court officer. 
District Attorney Frank Throck­ 
morton said he would file a murder 
charge against the boy,

position to carry out its commitment 
to send 250,000,000 bushels of wheat 
during the next 12 months and still 
maintain

of livestock 
products—meats,

poultry—at levels near those of the 
past year. 
While the com crop—the key ma­ 
terial in the production of livestock 
products—may be the largest ever 
harvested, it is unlikely, officials said, 
that supplies will be sufficient to 
allow any material increase in its 
use in making whiskey.

STATEMENT TO OUR MILK CUSTOMERS 


The termination of the Office of Price Administration highlights certain fad s 
which should be called to the attention of all our Customers: 


1. The price paid by the customers for milk and milk products since the early 
part of 1943, was insufficient to compensate the milk producer and us as a milk dealer 
for costs of producing, processing and delivering your milk and cream. The Govern­ 
ment instituted a subsidy program which resulted in its paying to the producer and 
to the dealer approximately two and one-half cents ( 2 l/iC) for every quart of 
Milk bought by the consumer as a subsidy through funds raised by taxation. 


2. The expiration of the Office of Price Administration brought an end to this 
subsidy program. 


3. The milk markets of Washington, IX C„ Baltimore, northern and southern 
New Jersey, New York City, and Philadelphia on demand of producers, have all in­ 
creased their producer prices in an amount equal substantially to the subsidy, and 
have revised their prices to the consumer to include what was formeriy paid by the 
consumer through taxation.

ti. We will be compelled to ask the customer to pay an increased price for milk 
necessary to offset the loss of the subsidy. Our price is now fifteen cents (15c) a 
quart, and in the very near future we will be compelled to increase the price 2 to 
3 cents a quart. We do not regulate the price to farmer, neither do we set the price 
to customer— this is fixed by Milk Control Commission. 


7. We are confident that once these facts are understood, our customers will 
appreciate the situation and realize that prices are not being increased from a profit 
motive, hut merely to cover what previously was paid by taxation.
